California's Dead Sea.

of a drowned person never returns to th 
surface. An exchange says that (of bi 
terness and promiscuous meanness tUo w 
ters of Mono Lake surpass tho Dead Be 
They contain so much alkali that on 
windy day the lake ia a regular tub 
soapsuds. The writer haa seen a wall c 
lather five feet high alone tho wholo < 
that shore, against which the waves wo 
beating. Occasionally the wind won 
take up a bunch of this lather as big as 
bushel basket and carry it several hundre 
feet inland, So buoyant are the water 
of this lake that quite a body of men ma 
navigate them on a raft made out of fin 
orflvedrycottonwood poles. Out in the lak 
aro Islands (lava-like concretions) throug 
which streams of water boil up. The w 
ter of these springs is like that of the lak 
but in one place Is a large spring of frea 
water. This is near the northwest come 
of tho lake, and at a point where there 
eight or ten feet of water. It is a sort 
fountain. A column ot fresh water, soiu 
three ieet in diameter, IB projected u 
ward with such force that it rises to 
height of at least two feet above the ge 
era! level of the lake, in the form of 
mound or knoll and makes a ripplin 
noise that can be beard a conslUorab 
distance. But for the fact that thlsfouu 
tain has a depth of eight or ton teet of w 
ter to contend against, It would probabl 
rise to a considerable height in- the air.—

The cons 
qucnco waa that when she arrived at th 
prison, whera ehe expected lo find ho 
boy, ho was in hie grave. She had, wit 
a mother's care, brought along some nic 
budding for him to lie upon while bein 
taken homo, and had everything reac 
to make the jorney as comfortable 
possible, but it wna too late. When sh 
reached the prison she immediately i 
quired for her son, but none of the office 
had the heart to tell her tho trutb, i 
she was asked te take a seat in tho rccc 
lion-room, and the Moral Instructo 
Kcv. HI.am (Jammings, was sent for 
break the sid intelligence to her. Who 
ho came and made himself known, h 
first question to him was, "Where is m 
eon?" To which Mr. Cummingg replie 
"Ho is in hoavcn, I trust." 


'•What?" aaid she, "he ia not dead, 


he?" 


"Yes," was the answer; "he ia dead on 


buried." 


On hearing Ibis she uttered a shriek, 


though she had been pierced to the hea 
—as she really was—she sank down inh 
seat, almost falling to thn floor, weepm 
and wailing in such evident anguish 
soul, that others who were In the roo 
were moved to tears.

The latter, he says, from it» 
large proportion of albumen, is the most 
nutritive beverage, but at tho same time 
from its quantily of fal, the most difficult 
to digest. It* aromatic substances, how- 
ever, strengthen the digestion. 
A cup of 


chocolate IB an excellent restorative and 
Invigoia'.iing refreshment even for weak 
persons, provided that their digestive or- 
gans are not too delicate. Cardinal Rich- 
elieu attributed to chocolate his health 
and hilaritv during his later years. 


Tea ami coffee do not afford this advan- 


tage. Albumen in tea leaves and legu- 
min in cotlee berries, are represented in 
veryacanty proportions- The praise of 
tea and coffee as nutritive substances is, 
therefore, hardly 
warranted- Tea nnd 


coffee, though of themselves not difficult 
to digest, tend to disturb the digestion of 
labumincus substances by precipitating 
them from their dissolved state. Milk 
therefore, if mixed with tea or coffee, is 
more difficu.t of digestion than if taken 
alone, and coffee alone without cream pro- 
motes digesution after dinner by increas- 
ing tho secretion of the dissolving juicos. 
The volatile oil of coffee andtheempy- 
reumatic and aromatic matters of the 
chocolate accelerate the circulation, which 
on tho other hand, is calmed by tea. 


Tea and coffee both excite the activity 


ofthe brain and nerves. Tea.it la aaia, 
increases the power ot digestion the im- 
pressions we have received, creates a 
thorough uioditatiou, and, in spite of Iho 
movements of thoughts, permits the at- 
tention to be fixed npon a certain subject. 
On the other hand, if tea is taken In ex- 
cess, it causes un Increased irritability of 
tho nerves, characterized by sleeplessness, 
with a general feeling of restlessness and 
trembling of the limbs, Coffee, also, if 
taken in excess produces sleeplessness and 
many baneful effects very similar lo those 
arising from ten drinking.

beings all softness, grace and purity; so 
are seme rare maidens; therefore, some 
rare maidens arc in reality swans. 
At 


any rate there was no question that such 
supernatural heincs existed. 
They were 


both fairer and wiser than mortal woman. 
They conld change from one shape to the 
other at will. 
To assume tho human 


shape they doffed their robes of down or 
"swannhirts," but retained invariably a 
cold or silver chain about their nocks. 
She wlione swanshirt was carried off hy a 
mortal no longer, while he kept it sate, 
became a bird again or resumed its free, 
dom. On the other hand, she from whose 
neck in her human shape tho chain was 
taken immediately became a swan again,

Trying a Somnambulist. 


Information from Tyro, the scene of the 


recent somnambulistic murder, is Hint 
over a huadred people assembled at (he 
Coroner's inqueat and preliminary trial. 
The body ot Mr. Phelps was found lying 
nearly across the foot of tho bed, on the 
right side, his head ou his right arm, 
with three cuts with an ax, two of which, 
if not the third, were sufficient to cause 
instant death—one hijh enough ou the 
head to reach the brain. 


Tho slory of Mr. Click was that he 


dreamed the negroes had entered the store 
as anticipated by himself and Mr. PhelpH. 
There followed, nccordlng to his recollec- 
tion, a bloody and terrible fight. When 
he awoke bo was fleeing down stairs, and, 
gradually recovering consciousness, he 
returned to the room where tie and Phelps 
had been sleeping, and realized at a 
glance tho full honor of his deed. 
He at 


once fled, screaming, to the house or Mr. 
Grub, near by, and was mot by that gen- 
tleman, who had been aroused by his 
cries. Mr. Grub said his lamentations 
wero heart rending, and that ho told him 
at onco that he had killed hia best friend 
in his sleep. 
Tbe alarm soon became 


general, and tho neighbors collected from 
all quarters. They all testified that Click 
exhibited in tho most violent manner his 
regret, and finally became so exhausted 
that ho had to ho carried home. 


The preliminary trial was had before 


Justices Thompson and Hartley 
and 


Messrs. Clement and Bailey, of Mocks- 
ville, and Mr. H. Pinnix, of Lexington, 
appeared for the defendant. It was proved 
by both State and defendant's witnesses 
that Click was a somnambulist, and had 
frequently injured his own person by 
jumping from the house windows, some- 
times through the glass from tbe second 
story, cutting himself considerably. 
He 


has also been known to get up and rhoko 
some of the family, saying that tho bears 
in Texas were after him, and then run a 
quarter or a half-mile down near the river, 
and wake to find himself alone. 
When 


he wont visiting he requested hia neigh- 
bors to tie him, which they did. 
Last 


week ho went to sleep in the room where 
his dead uncle lay a corpse. He suddenly 
arose with terrible expressions of fear and 
started to seize bis dead ancle. 
His sis- 


ter and a gentleman caught htm, got him 
awake, and he went back to bed. 
Many 


other instances were given. Mr. Clements 
addressed tbe Court in an impressive man- 
ner, setting forth the law in such cases 
and showing conclusively that a somnam- 
bulist was not accountable for his acts 
while unconscious. He was followed by 
Mr. H. Pinnix in a short and pointed 
speech. Tho court being satisfied from 
the evidence that the irisloner waa not 
accountable for his actions while asleep, 
pronounced the 
evidedce 
insufficient 


whereupon Mr.Click returned to nls home.

Tho carriages 
and sleighs used by tho monarch are also 
plated with iron, and such is the mysteri- 
ous aecrecy by which ho is surrounded 
that even the most trusted policemen are 
ignorant hall an hour beforehand in what 
direction bo is going. Tho cook Is watch- 
ed at his work by two special employes, 
and the kitchen door is guarded by two 
aentiuclH. Th<; viands arc tested by ox 
perls, and are only offered to th« Czar 
when they arc convinced that no poison is 
lurking in them. Fond as he is of a good 
cigar, the Emperor is obliged, from simi- 
lar motives of prudence, to lorciro the 
pleasure of smoking. Such Is said to be 
tbe lifo ol tho greatest aristocrat in the 
world, who must now and then envy the 
lot e.vcn of the meanest of his subjects.— 
ttehanQf.

Some 
liquor la clandestinely sold, but the sale 
is not largo. At the last term ofthe Crim- 
inal Courts tho grand }ury was empaneled 
and sworn, but there wan not a sitglo in- 
dictment presented. The jail ia empty 
most of the time, and the cost to the tax- 
pay ai a of the Criminal Court is small. 
This freedom from crime is largely due to 
the fact that no licenses were granted, and 
that the sale of liquors is kept, within nar- 
row limits.

1 Macon 
County Farmer Says It 
Does Sot Fay. 


[Correspondence of till) Review.] 


PAOLI, MIAMI Co., KANSAS. 


The longest journey must have an 


end, and our slow horses have at las 
brought us to our destination. We ar 
rived here Monday noon, Sept., Oth 
As we passed through tho valley o 
Nye Creek, in Missouri,the large rocks 
made their appearance. At Bowlin; 
Green, we came to the sandy prairie 
The corn crop in the part of the stall 
turough which we passed will averagi 
no more than one quarter of a ful 
cioj). Tho people aro fearful abou 
the results of a short crop. Thu mij 
crop is good, as is also the wheat crop 
Boone county is the best region 1 saw 
in the state. Here hogs were selling 
at 84.40; calves of common stock were 
selling at »20 a head. There is plenty 
of poor timber in the state, and there 
is no end to the rocks. The roads 
are the roughest this side of the Alle 
gaiiy mountains. 
There are some 


good farms and very many poor ones 
Farms with tolerably good improve 
ments can be bought at from ten to 
fifteen dollars per acre. The land 
looks One, but is in reality, poor. On 
every farm we passed was a pool or a 
pond, dug out across some ravine 
These afford-water for all the stock 
and for the geese, which are very 
plenty. 
The houses average abou 


fifty feet in length, and are one story 
high with two doors, and a chimney a 
each end. They are mostly of stone 
and have long spouts running out to 
the cisterns. The first night we camped 
in Kansas, we could loon back over 
the whole distance wa hud traveled 
and the hills and valleys, dotted will 
bits of green woodland made a beauti 
ful landscape scene. To-day we took 
dinner with David Clmpman, an ol< 
settler of Friend's Creek. He is a 
strong democrat. They have a Han 
cock pole here 125 feet high, and Da 
vid works the flag.
